Spratly Drilling 
Continues Despite

MANILA, June 17 fReuters).—

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Pro Basketball Is Now United 
As 4 ABA Teams Join NBA 


HYANNIS, Mass. June 17 
{UPI).—Four American Basket- 
ball Association teams were 
™merged today into the National 
Basketball Association. five years 
after the first talk of a merger 
between the two leagues. 

Jotuing the NBA in what com- 
missioner Lewrenes O'Brien called 
“expansion” rather than merger, 
are ABA teains from Denver, New 
York, San Antonio and Indiana. 
The players from the now defunct 
St. Louis, Utah and Eentucky 
franchises will be put into a dis- 
persal draft. 

Washington Bullets owner Abe 
Pollin, who chatred first merger 
talks five years ago, made the 
official announcement and reveal- 
ed that each ABA team pald 
$3,200,000. 

“The $45-million figure that 
had been bandied about and talk- 
ed about was not all cash,” he 
said. “The $3,200,000 figure is 
cash.” 

As part of the arrangement, the 
NBA stipulated that rosters of 
the four ABA teams be frozen as 
of May 1, 1976, and that the ABA 
would receive mo share of tele- 
vision revenues for the next four
